Koenig, F rench m ilitary governor in G erm any. 
“The G erm ans 
have 
not 
changed,” G eneral 
Koenig told a representative of the International 
N ews Service. 
“It w ou ld be m adness and stu pidity 
to believe the G erm ans have changed becau se they 
have been good boys for one year. We have given 
the G erm ans the opportu nity 
to 
form 
political 
parties, create u nions, and even hold elections. Y et 
despite these liberties the G erm an u nfortu nately 
still looks to someone to free him from 
responsi­ 
bility.” 
All of this is qu ite beside th e point. 
It w ou ld be highly desirable 
if 
the 
you ng 
G e rm a n shou ld reveal a chastened spirit and th e 
G erm an nation shou ld bespeak its rep entance for 
th e slau gh ter of W orld W ar II. 
Yet nothing is to 
be gained by deliberate distortion of the proposals 
for a new G erm any ou tlined by S ecretary Byrnes. 
M r. B yrnes m ade it painfu lly clear th a t the 
U nited States does not favor either a vengefu l 
or a soft peace for G erm any, the latter perm itting 
it to prepare itself for anoth er w ar. 
Specifically 
S ecretary B yrnes insisted th at G erm any wou ld be 
policed by m ilitary elem ents In w hich the U nited 
States shall have a part. 
It is the policing of 
G erm any for a considerable period of time, possibly 
25 years or longer, th a t Is im portant. 
G erm any 
m u st not be perm itted to reestablish a hu ge standing 
professional arm y as it did at th e close of W oAd 
W ar I. 
It m u st not be perm itted to re a rm or to 
create the indu strial facilities for re-a rm a m ent. 
It 
ou ght not be perm itted to reestablish ind u strial 
p lants for re -a rm a m e nt of any kind. 
Beyond th a t 
and oth er ad equ ate safegu ards nothing is to be 
gained in the fanatical spirit of attem p ting to w ipe 
it ou t or su bject it to cru shing h ardship. 
A race 
th a t has occu pied a portion of central E u rope for 
m ore th an a thou sand years, it cannot be done and 
the F rench w ill only m ak e fresh trou ble for th e m ­ 
selves if they m istakingly u nd erta k e to do it. 


K e e p T h e m .ll H o m e 
T he editor of the B eatrice Su n w rites th at 
the m ovem ent from m etropolitan areas to ru ral 
acreage am ou nts to only a trickle, 
w hich 
is of 
cou rse correct; and it m ay be ju st as well that this 
is the case. 
W h at is most to be desired is th at 
residents of agricu ltu ral com m u nities and states 
be indu ced to rem ain w h ere they are ra th e r than 
m igrate to the big indu strial and com m ercial cen­ 
ters as so m any have been doing in the m ore recent 
years. 
A m erican inventive geniu s has m ade it possible 
to operate large farm s w ith few er hands than w ere 
requ ired on far sm aller tracts a few decades ago, 
thu s m aking it necessary for m any born in a gri­ 
cu ltu ral com m u nities to seek em ploym ent else­ 
w here, 
T he rem ed y for this situ ation wou ld seem 
to be to bring the factory to th e fa rm — to process 
agricu ltu ral produ cts in the m idst of the produ cing 
areas, thu s fu rnishing em ploym ent to the you ng 
m en and w om en w ho w ou ld otherw ise d rift to the 
cities. 
No state is better fitted for the develop­ 
m ent of su ch enterprises th an N ebraska. 
A bu nd ant cheap pow er is the greatest indu ce­ 
m ent th at can be offered to m anu factu rers. 
The 
stream s of New England m ade it in th e beginning 
the forem ost m anu factu ring section of this con­ 
tinent. 
O riginally all flou r mills w ere set beside 
stream s su pplying pow er and it w as becau se of the 
falls in the Mississippi th a t M inneapolis becam e 
th e great flou ring center th at it is. 
N ebraska has 
an ab u ndance of cheap pow er and can su pply all 
th a t 
can 
be 
u sed. 
It can 
also s u p p ly u ntold 
qu antities of farm produ cts th at need processing. 
And this processing can be done here w ith profit 
to both grow er and plant operator. 
By the exercise of intelligent vision and energy
